The training field for air-to-ground firing is aozarently located near Storbeck~ 
-Gentzrode, ai:cut 5 km north of Neuruppin. The bombing practices were probably per- 
formed over the Cadow-lt0ssow bombing range north of Pfralzheim. It is believed. 

that bombing at night was practiced by bombers of the bomber reriments stationed
